Prime Minister Mike Eman 
and Minister of Infrastructure, 
Integration and Environment, 
Oslin (Benny) Sevinger an¬ 
nounced yesterday morning 
that financing for the restora¬ 
tion and beautification of the 
areas of Oranjestad adjacent to 
Government House and Parlia¬ 
ment have been approved by 
Holland; work will commence 
on the buildings and streets on 
September 1, 2011. 

The area, which will in¬ 
clude plazas and pedestrian 
walks, will stretch from the 
Archeological Museum on the 
Schelpstraat to Fort Zoutman. 
There are several buildings 
there which have already been 
restored to some degree under 
the auspices of Aruba’s Monu¬ 
ment Bureau with funding 
from Holland and Aruba 
through the Fondo Desaroyo 
Aruba, FDA. Holland has al¬ 
ready approved the funding of 
the new project. 

Prime Minister Eman and 
Minister Sevinger expressed 
their extreme satisfaction with 
the diligence of Juni Tromp, 
adviser to the Ministry of In¬ 
frastructure, in seeing the proj¬ 
ect initiated and contracted, 
with assistance from the De¬ 
partment of Public Works and 
other agencies.

Last July the government 
signed an agreement with the 
financial institutions of Aruba 
to institute a Guarantee Fund 
for small and medium size 
businesses. Currently many 
existing businesses or new en¬ 
trepreneurs lack sufficient so¬ 
lidity to give banks the 
assurance that they would be in 
a position to repay a loan. In 
the agreement there are spe¬ 
cific indications as to how they 
should move ahead on this 
project. A guarantee fund will 
make loans much more acces¬ 
sible to small and medium size 
businesses. It appears that our 
financial institutions are will¬ 
ing to consider such a fund. 
Everyone apparently agrees 
that such a fund is necessary 
and that they can only achieve 
this by working together. 

In the past we had a similar 
problem with people trying to 
purchase or build a new house. 
Back then they created what is 
today a very successful pro¬ 
gram, the Fondo National di 
Garantia pa Vivienda (the Na¬ 
tional Home Buyers Guarantee 
Fund). Thousands of families 
benefited from this program 
and were able to get mortgages 


and are today owners of their 
own homes. It is with this 
same idea in mind that our 
ministers sat together with our 
financial institutions to study 
the possibility for creating a 
Guarantee Fund for Small and 
Medium Businesses. 

The Prime Minister is con¬ 
vinced that everyone should be 
allowed to participate in the 
economic progress. The eco¬ 
nomic growth is offering many 
opportunities that our commu¬ 
nity should be a part of. The 
expectation for this Guarantee 
Fund is very high. We need to 
do whatever we can to help 
small and medium size busi¬ 
nesses obtain the capital they 
need to grow their business 
and make the necessary invest¬ 
ments, says the Prime Minister. 
The government’s role in this 
process, according to the 
Prime Minister is to act as a 
catalyst in getting the financial 
institutions together to work on 
a program that will make cap¬ 
ital more accessible. Also, to 
provide the support that our 
existing and new businesses 
need.

Syria envoys 


Latin America stock markets 
plunge on global jitters 


DAMASCUS (AFP) -Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait recalled 
their envoys to Damascus after 
the Arab League condemned 
violence in Syria, leaving 
President Bashar al-Assad fur¬ 
ther isolated as he defended 
his crackdown on "outlaws." 

Hours after the Saudi 
envoy’s recall, rights activists 
said on Monday a mother and 
her two children were shot 
dead by security forces in the 
eastern city of Deir Ezzor, 
where 42 people were re¬ 
ported killed on Sunday in an 
army assault. 

The recalls by Riyadh, the 
Arab world’s Sunni Muslim 
heavyweight, and by fellow 
Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) member Kuwait, mark 
a major escalation of pressure 
on Assad. 

His regime has reacted 
with brutal repression to a pro¬ 
democracy uprising that has 
left at least 2,059 people dead, 
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among them nearly 400 mem¬ 
bers of the security forces, ac¬ 
cording to the Syrian 
Observatory for Human 
Rights. 

"Saudi Arabia announces 
the recall of its ambassador for 
consultations," King Abdullah 
said in a statement after Syrian 
security forces killed more 
than 50 people on Sunday. 

The statement urged Dam¬ 
ascus to "stop the killing ma¬ 
chine and the bloodshed... 
before it is too late." 

The Saudi decision was 
followed by Kuwait, the sec¬ 
ond member of the six-nation 
GCC to recall its ambassador. 

"No one can accept the 
bloodshed in Syria... The mil¬ 
itary option must be halted," 
Kuwait's Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Mohammad al-Sabah 
told reporters. 

Activists said security 
forces backed by tanks killed 


LONDON (AFP) -Riot police 
faced off with youths in fresh 
violence in London on Mon¬ 
day in the third day of disorder 
after some of the worst rioting 
in the British capital in years 
at the weekend. 

Scores of young people 
gathered in a main street in the 
eastern district of Hackney, 
smashing up buildings and 
breaking into a truck that be¬ 
came stranded in the middle of 
the road, pulling out its con¬ 
tents, pictures showed. 

Several parked cars were 
torched before police in riot 
gear arrived to push back the 
youths, an AFP reporter at the 
scene said. 

The violence threatened to 
spread out of the capital with 
reports that police in the cen¬ 
tral English city of Birming¬ 
ham were struggling to 
contain a large group of 


42 civilians in Deir Ezzor and 
at least 10 more in the central 
town of Hula on Sunday. 

Assad roundly defended 
his security forces on Sunday. 

"To deal with outlaws who 
cut off roads, seal towns and 
terrorise residents is a duty of 
the state which must defend 
security and protect the lives 
of civilians," state news 
agency SANA quoted him as 
saying. 

US and European leaders 
pledged to consider new steps 
to punish Syria after security 
forces killed more than 30 
people on the first Friday of 
Ramadan, the holy Muslim 
month of fasting. 

EU nations are eyeing new 
sanctions against individuals 
and businesses linked to the 
clampdown, EU diplomats 
asking not to be identified said 
on Monday.

The trouble in Hackney 
began when police tried to 
carry out a stop and search op¬ 
eration, the BBC said, citing 
reports, but a police 
spokesman could not immedi¬ 
ately confirm this. 

Hackney is a few miles 
(kilometres) from Stratford in 
east London, where the 2012 
Olympics will take place in a 
year's time. 

Police said they had made 
215 arrests since the riots 
began. The youngest person 
arrested was an 11-year-old 
boy. 

The districts worst hit by 
the violence - Tottenham, 
Brixton in south London, 
Hackney and Peckham — are 
multi-ethnic areas which have 
high rates of unemployment

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Stock 
markets across Latin America, 
led by regional powerhouse 
Brazil, plunged yesterday amid 
a global slide after Standard 
and Poor's downgraded the US 
credit rating and fears over the 
eurozone crisis. 

The Sao Paulo bourse — the 
largest in Latin America — 
sank 8.0 percent on closing, 
while Mexico, the region's sec¬ 
ond-largest, was down 5.88 
percent, the sharpest dive since 
September 2008. 

The S&P's credit down¬ 
grading of the US economy 
"scared" investors and left 
markets "more volatile" than 
normal, said Cristina Helena 
Pinto de Mello, an economist 


at Sao Paulo's Universidad 
Catolica. 

Investors fear that problems 
associated with the ballooning 
US debt will slow down the 
US economic recovery, "with 
consequences for those eco¬ 
nomies that depend on sales to 
the United States," she said. 

The Buenos Aires stock 
market sank 10.73 percent, 
while in neighboring Chile, the 
Santiago stock market was 
down 6.92 percent, a drop un¬ 
seen for the past 13 years. 

In Lima, the Peruvian stock 
market dropped seven percent 
and trading was suspended one 
hour before closing, while 
Colombia's stock market was 
down 4.1 percent.

This means that we 
have surpassed our expectation 


of 3%. Actually this results in 
more than 6% growth for the 
first 7 months of the year. 

Despite the economic situ¬ 
ation in the US, Aruba main¬ 
tained a 5 to 6% growth in the 
month of July. Oduber is con¬ 
vinced that their decision to in¬ 
vest more in the Latin 
American markets, particularly 
in Venezuela which is our se¬ 
cond largest market, as well as 
in the European market have 
resulted in being very fruitful. 
According to Oduber, we are 
nonetheless very cognizant of 
the fact that there may be very 
challenging months ahead, es¬ 
pecially from our US market. 

However, says Oduber... 
“we want to be ahead of any¬ 
thing facing us; we want to 
prepare for whatever possible 
effect that the US measures 
would have on Aruba’s 
tourism.” We need to be proac¬ 
tive and prepare for any even¬ 
tual consequences from the 
American market on our 
tourism, according to Otmar 
Oduber, Minister of Tourism.

The contract for the construc¬ 
tion has been awarded to 
ALBO N.V., and Minister 
Sevinger credits the company 
for their innovative attitude in 
presenting a bid that was 
within the government’s 
budget, but would still guaran¬ 
tee the quality of construction 
and the materials required. An 
agreement was signed on Fri¬ 
day, August 5 scheduling the 
project be completed within 18 
months of commencement, or 
there will be penalties. The 
winning bid for the completed 
work is 18,050,000 Aruban 
florins, ($10,314,285 U.S.) 

A large part of this project 
will be the thorough refurbish¬ 
ment of Aruba’s Government 
House and the construction of 


a modern annex designed by 
local architects Leo Ponson 
and Orlando Hoevertsz, which 
will contain the offices of nine 
ministries and auxiliary ser¬ 
vices. This will be at the rear 
of the present structure, in 
what is now a parking lot. The 
annex has been designed to be 
“completely green,” with built 
in technology to harness solar 
and wind power as well as re¬ 
circulation of waste water and 
other measures. 

Buildings directly behind 
government house will be re¬ 
stored and become a part of the 
Historical Center. Landmark 
buildings will house a number 
of museums, a permanent art 
exhibit of works by local 
artists, cafes, and there is

Linear Park Project advancing nicely 





Minister suggests formula 
for hotels to deal with 
utility increase 


Minister of Eabor, 

Otmar Oduber meets 
weekly with the proj¬ 
ect team to continue 
monitoring the work 
of the Einear Park 
Project. This, accord¬ 
ing to the minister is 
to ensure that our goal 
of getting the project 
completed before the 
royal visit of the 
Dutch Queen. The 
Linear Park’s Plaza 
Turismo is one of the 
sites that the royal 
family will be visiting 
while here on Amba. 

During the first 
months of the project 
there were a few setbacks par¬ 
ticularly because of some util¬ 
ities, piping, water, electricity 
cables and some changes 
which SETAR needed to 
make. Then, there were also 
some surprises simply because 
the area had not received any 
attention for the past 40 to 60 
years. 


The groundbreaking was in 
February at which time they 
had announced that the project 
would be completed in 7 
months. This is why Oduber 
claims that they are progress¬ 
ing on schedule and we could 
have noticed the changes in the 
constmction process in recent 
weeks. By the end of October 


we should see even more 
progress. 

The minister is convinced 
that once this project is com¬ 
pleted it will be an important 
center of attraction, not only to 
elevate the quality of tourism, 
but also for our own local peo¬ 
ple who will be able to use it as 
a recreation and exercise area. 


ORANJESTAD - Minister 
Otmar Oduber gave cog¬ 
nizance to the effect that the 
increase in the electricity and 
water tariffs may have on our 
hotels. According to Oduber, 
he is aware of the fact that the 
hotels are among those busi¬ 
nesses that consume a great 
deal of water and electricity, 
and that they are the ones that 
will be hit hardest by the in¬ 
crease. However, says, Odu¬ 
ber, in the past it was so that 
those who consumed the 
most paid less than those who 
used less, and there was no 
incentive for people to use 
less water and electricity. 

In a planned meeting with 
the hotel association 
(AHATA) the minister in¬ 
tends to show his understand¬ 
ing for the current situation. 
At the same time, he will 


show how that our tourism is 
growing in leaps and bounds, 
that there is an 8 to 9% in¬ 
crease in RevPar compared to 
last year, and an increase in 
ADR as well. These aspects 
must also be taken into ac¬ 
count so that we should not 
expect any negative effect on 
our tourism. 

The minister is convinced 
that the growth in the number 
of visitors combined with 
better hotel rates, combined 
with the efforts of the govern¬ 
ment to introduce incentives 
to reduce the consumption of 
water and electricity, should 
be the formula to use to avoid 
an increase in the cost of 
doing business for our hotels 
without having to cut into 
their profits or raise their 
prices.

Full HD 3G Glasses Initiative 
wants to standardize 3D 



The entertainment industry 
might have its panties in a 
bunch over 3D technology, 
but so far consumers still 
seem wary, with sales of 3D- 
capable HDTVs and 3D con¬ 
tent perhaps generously 
described as lukewarm. Part 
of the hurdle for consumers 
might be the hassles of those 
big, bulky, clunky, awkward 
3D glasses: 3D shutter 
glasses from a Sony 3D tele¬ 
vision don’t work with a sys¬ 
tem from Panasonic, and 
neither of those systems work 
with (say) the Nvidia 3D Vi¬ 
sion technology buyers might 
have been considering for a 
gaming PC. And while most 
sets come with a pair or two 
of shutter glasses, extra pairs 
are pricey. 

Now, leading electronics 
companies Panasonic, Sam¬ 
sung, Sony, and Xpand 3D 
have announced a new “Full 
HD 3D Glasses Initiative” 
that aims to create joint li¬ 
censing for existing Blue¬ 
tooth and IR-controlled 3D 


shutter glasses so glasses can 
be compatible across a wide 
range of 3D displays—in¬ 
cluding TVs, computers, pro¬ 
jectors, and 3D theaters. 

Existing 3D glasses use a 
variety of technologies and 
protocols to communicate 
with 3D displays: Panasonic 
and Sony currently use tech¬ 
nology that relies on infrared 
transmission (like remote 
controls) where Samsung 
currently uses Bluetooth- 
based technology to handle 
its 3D glasses. The Bluetooth 
SIG is backing the initiative, 
and the industry has gener¬ 
ally been eyeing Bluetooth 
solutions to provide greater 
range and freedom of move¬ 
ment.

Battery life 
woes 

Our gadgets grow more 
powerful by the day, but at 
a price — and not just one 
that will hit you square in 
the wallet. Whether you’ve 
got an iPad, a laptop, or a 
smartphone, you're likely 
giving it a technological 
workout that would have 
been unimaginable only a 
few short years ago. 

Just like streaming a 
music video sucks down 
more bandwidth than send¬ 
ing a tweet, it also con¬ 
sumes more of your 
battery's charge. Some 
portable computing devices, 
like the iPad and many net- 
books are built to go the dis¬ 
tance, but most laptops will 
putter out after a couple of 
hours away from an outlet. 

Poor battery life is also a 
criticism frequently leveled 
at powerful new smart¬ 
phones. While a Motorola 
Razr from 2006 could stay 
charged for 16 days worth 
of standby time, 2010's pop¬ 
ular HTC Evo 4G can keep¬ 
ing kicking for 6. Even the 
famously battery-efficient 
iPhone 4 tops out at about 
12. Until battery life can 
catch up to sheer power, 
we'll be keeping our eyes 
peeled for the next spot to 
charge up. 

And the uneven experi¬ 
ence of many new gadgets 
doesn't stop there: in a phe¬ 
nomenon that a recent Time 
article aptly calls "beta cul¬ 
ture," manufacturers rush 
out half-finished products 
left and right just to keep 
pace with industry trailblaz- 
ers (namely, Apple).

Few replicas as first 
cloned cat nears 10

-- was born in an A&M lab on December 22, 2001, from a 
cell taken from a calico cat named Rainbow that was in¬ 
serted into another cat f s embryo. The embryo was then im¬ 
planted into a surrogate named Allie. While CC has 
Rainbow’s exact genetic construct, she lacks her orange 
coloring because generally only two colors -- not three -- 
can be transferred when cloning calicos. ff Cloning is re¬ 
production, not resurrection,” Kraemer, who is now semi- 
retired, told AFP in an interview at his College Station 
home. That -- along with a price tag which could reach six 
figures -- is one of the main reasons why cloning pets hasn’t 
worked out.’The market is actually extremely small’ --Too 
few pet owners sought its services, Lou Hawthorne, the 
head of BioArts, wrote on the company’s web site two 
years ago when explaining why the firm was getting out of 
the pet cloning business.

Austria debates abortion in public 
hospitals 


Study: Spermless 
mosquitoes could halt 
malaria spread 


VIENNA (AFP) - A call for 
wider access to abortion in 
Austria has seen tempers flare, 
reigniting a debate over 
whether it is a right and 
whether public hospitals 
should offer the procedure. 

"Pregnancy terminations 
should be offered in every re¬ 
gion," Health Minister Alois 
Stoeger said in a recent inter¬ 
view with the weekly News, 
drawing a heated response 
from some political parties 
and medical professionals. 

According to the ministry,

29 public hospitals and private 
clinics offer pregnancy termi¬ 
nations in Austria, but these 
are all concentrated in the east 
of the country, with none in 
the western. 

And while a handful of pri¬ 
vate practitioners do offer the 
procedure in the west, the 
costs are inevitably higher 
than in public hospitals. 

"A whole group of people, 
ie. women, is not being taken 
seriously if in all of western 
Austria this option (of abor¬ 
tion) does not exist," the So¬ 
cial Democrat Stoeger told 
News. 

"Women have the right to 
decide whether they want a 
termination or not," he added, 
and threatened to withhold 
state funds if public hospitals 
did not widen access. 

Carrying out abortions is 
not the job of public hospitals, 
and it will stay that way," 
fumed Vorarlberg's vice-gov¬ 
ernor Markus Wallner in re¬ 
sponse. 

"There is no such thing as a 
right to abortion," FPOe 


deputy Dagmar Belakowitsch- 
Jenewein added in response to 
Stoeger's proposal, while the 
president of the medical asso¬ 
ciation warned it would be 
"ethically questionable to 
force doctors to carry out 
abortions against their will." 

The People’s Party, and un¬ 
surprisingly the Catholic 
Church, called for more meas¬ 
ures to promote family life and 
encourage women to keep 
their child. 

Stoeger's proposals were 
welcomed, however, on the 
other side of the political spec¬ 
trum by his fellow Social De¬ 
mocrats, the opposition 
Greens and the media, which 
warned of the risks of seeking 
an abortion from illegal prac- 
titioners.While no official sta¬ 
tistics exist, it is estimated that 
some 30,000 abortions occur 
every year in Austria. 

An abortion can cost any¬ 
where between 300 and 800 
euros ($425-1,130) and unlike 
some other European coun¬ 
tries, it is not covered by 
health insurance. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Malaria is spread to humans by 
female mosquitoes who suck 
blood in order to help their off¬ 
spring grow, but British scien¬ 
tists said Monday that 
introducing spermless males 
could halt the deadly disease. 

Scientists at Imperial Col¬ 
lege Fondon said that by ge¬ 
netically tweaking male 
mosquitoes to produce no 
sperm, females would still 
mate with them but would lay 
unfertilized eggs that would 
not hatch into mosquito larvae. 

Since the females of the 
species Anopheles gambiae 
sensu stricto, the main type re¬ 
sponsible for spreading 
malaria in Africa, mate only 
once in their lives, the discov¬ 
ery could have broad implica¬ 
tions for a disease that kills 
nearly 800,000 people per 
year. 

"This study strongly sug¬ 
gests that they cannot tell the 
difference between a fertile 
and a spermless mate," said 
Flaminia Catteruccia, lead au¬ 
thor of the study in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 


Academy of Sciences.Scien¬ 
tists created 100 sterile males 
by injecting a protein into mos¬ 
quito eggs that disrupted the 
development of the males' 
testes, but did not affect any of 
their other behaviors or sexual 
functions. 

Observing their mating 
processes in a lab, they found 
that the males still produced 
seminal fluid and the females 
mated with them as usual. 

The females acted just they 
way they do in normal circum¬ 
stances, eating a blood meal 
after mating and laying a batch 
of eggs. They did not seek out 
a second mating attempt even 
though their eggs produced no 
offspring. 

Malaria claimed 781,000 
lives in 2009, according to the 
UN's World Health Organiza¬ 
tion (WHO), which is heading 
efforts to distribute insecticide- 
treated mosquito nets and to 
spray reproduction sites. 

About 90 percent of 
malaria deaths each year occur 
in Africa and 92 percent of 
those are children aged under 
five.

It is a 
unique experience with dif¬ 
ferent dimensions like when 
astronauts float in space. Go 
to a dive shop and try some¬ 
thing different that will feed 
your brain and benefit your 
defenses.

Determination brings a happy ending for Rocky

Cas Animal Foundation was 
begun by Kiki Arndt, an expat 
who has live on Aruba for over 
14 years. Always an animal 
lover, Kiki was horrified to 
discover in the home she 
rented that two loyal canine 
companions were left behind 
by the owners to fend them¬ 
selves. They were weak from 
thirst and starvation, waiting 
for their masters to return, and 
she adopted them. This kind 
act soon became a calling and 
a foundation with the mission 
of building a proper no-kill 
shelter for Aruba’s stray, aban¬ 
doned and abused dogs and 


cats. 

Kiki has a 
wealth of 
stories that 
will break 
your heart; 
we have told 
some of 
them here in 
our continu¬ 
ing series, 
but she also 
has a num¬ 
ber of suc¬ 
cesses, and 
Rocky is one 
of them. A pit bull mix, Rocky 
belonged to her neighbors, but 
they gave him away. Some¬ 
how, he found his way back to 
his original neighborhood, 
though not quite to his home; a 
few houses short he was hit by 
a car. His foot was severely in¬ 
jured and he took refuge under 
a parked car. Some kindly 
neighbors took him in, and 
hoped his foot would heal on 
its own, but it appeared to be 
getting worse, so they called 
Kiki for advice. 

Rocky was so very happy to 
see Kiki, like a long lost mas¬ 
ter, she took him in and to the 


vet for treatment, as the neigh¬ 
bors were reluctant to spend 
the money. Though a bit ag¬ 
gressive with other grown 
males, she found that Rocky 
absolutely adored puppies. He 
would protect them from the 
other dogs and let them climb 
all over him, nipping him play¬ 
fully without the slightest reac¬ 
tion. 

Rocky’s foot healed after 
receiving the proper care and 
once neutered, Rocky was 
ready to be placed with the 
right home. Kiki found it with 
Rodney Boekhoudt; he has a 
quite large Filo-mix puppy 
which needed an equally large 
companion, and Rocky turned 
out to be the perfect foil for 
this rambunctious young dog. 
Dogs and cats generally do 
better when they also have a 
companion with which to grow 
and socialize; the two are now 
very happy together and well- 
adjusted. This is also a lesson 
for those who leave a dog 
alone for an entire day when 
they go off to work; having a 
companion will remedy the 
dog’s boredom and anxiety 
and likely result in it doing less 


damage. 

Many stray, injured and 
abandoned dogs have passed 
through Kiki’s home, where 
she now houses 80 dogs, 38 
cats reside at a friend’s. Some 
stories have happy endings, 
such as Rocky’s, some do not, 
despite her efforts, and some 
stay with Kiki until they die 
of old age. 

The smallest donation as¬ 
sists Kiki in her mission to 
raise the funds she needs to 
build a proper animal shelter 
on land she has already been 
awarded by the government 
for this purpose; these can be 
made by calling her at: 565- 
2130 or 742-8732. You can 
also report a stray or injured 
dog as she maintains an Ani¬ 
mal Ambulance to rescue 
them. 

Kiki also encourages island 
visitors to adopt one of her 
dogs or cats; or perhaps one 
they have befriended on the 
beach or streets. She will walk 
you through the simple process 
of transporting your new com¬ 
panion back home. Her ex¬ 
penses for feeding all the 
animals she has taken in are as¬

US Stocks plummet 
as uncertainty grips 
world markets 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Fear 
and mass selling triggered 
after the US rating was 
downgraded from AAA con¬ 
tinued across stock markets 
in the US and around the 
world. Despite US President 
Barack Obama claiming to 
the counter and promising 
better times, Dow Jones fell 
5% on Monday. 

US stocks plummeted more 
than five percent on Monday, 
with the Dow Jones Indus¬ 
trial Average losing 634 
points, after Standard & 
Poor's dealt the United States 
an unprecedented down¬ 
grade. 

The Dow was down 5.6 
percent to finish at 10,809.85, 
its lowest close since last Oc¬ 
tober. It was the steepest one- 
day drop in point terms since 
the financial crisis of 2008. 

The broader S&P 500 fell 
6.7 percent to 1,119.46, while 
the tech-heavy Nasdaq 
dropped 6.9 percent to 
2,357.69. 

S&P lowered the US long¬ 
term sovereign debt rating 
from AAA to AA+ after mar¬ 
kets closed Friday, citing 
Washington's inability to rein 
in its mounting deficits. 

US stocks started falling 
as markets opened and hit 
new lows after President 
Barack Obama gave a tele¬ 
vised speech to defend Wash¬ 
ington's credit-worthiness 
and declare that the United 
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States "always will be a 
triple-A country". 

Traders worried that the 
downgrade would hit the 
bond markets, but instead 
Treasury prices rallied 
strongly.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
Netherlands' highest adminis¬ 
trative court Monday ordered 
plans to build one of Europe's 
largest gas storage plants be 
put on ice, saying safety ob¬ 
jections by interest groups 
needed further study. 

The Hague-based Council 
of State said "it temporary 
suspended a decision" by the 
Dutch government to ap¬ 
prove plans for the Berger- 
meer project near the 
northwestern town of Alk- 
maar. 

"The answers to complex 
legal questions needs further 
investigation," the Hague- 
based Council of State added 
in its public judgment. 

The Dutch government on 
May 17 gave the green light 
to develop the site, which 
would have a capacity to 
store 4.1 billion cubic metres 
of gas. Work was to start in 
mid-2011.

Debt crisis resists 
assault by ECB and 
global leaders 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Bat¬ 
tered markets tumbled further 
on Monday despite world 
leaders vowing to bolster fi¬ 
nancial stability with Barack 
Obama defending US credit 
and the European Central 
Bank intervening to stem a 
debt crisis. 

Finance ministers and cen¬ 
tral bankers from the Group of 
20 industrialised and emerging 
economies pledged to "take all 
necessary initiatives in a coor¬ 
dinated way to support finan¬ 
cial stability and to foster 
stronger economic growth in a 
spirit of cooperation and con¬ 
fidence." 

Their statement came after 
Asian stock markets suffered 
heavy losses after Friday's un¬ 
precedented US ratings down¬ 
grade. 

European trade saw prom¬ 
ising gains on the ECB action, 
but these melted away by noon 
and the losses deepened after 
Wall Street opened. 

Oil plunged by more than 
six percent 

The G20 stressed that its 
members would maintain con¬ 
stant contact "to ensure finan¬ 
cial stability and liquidity in 
financial markets." 

Earlier, the Group of Seven 
(G7) industrialised countries - 
- Britain, Canada, France, Ger¬ 
many, Italy, Japan and the 
United States -- made a similar 


commitment. 

Economists warned that 
even the long-awaited ECB in¬ 
tervention on bond markets 
was no "silver bullet" and that 
big obstacles remained to sta¬ 
bilising strained public fi¬ 
nances and putting credible 
eurozone defence mechanisms 
in place.Meanwhile European 
Central Bank chief Jean- 
Claude Trichet on Monday de¬ 
fended his decision to buy 
eurozone debt in order to shore 
up the Italian and Spanish 
economies and calm plunging 
equity markets. 

"For reasons of monetary 
policy we are able to take ex¬ 
ceptional measures," Trichet 
told German public television 
ARD. 

The ECB is the only Euro¬ 
pean institution capable of act¬ 
ing fast and keeping at bay 
so-called bond vigilantes who 
strike fear into finance offi¬ 
cials. 

But Barclays Capital econ¬ 
omists warned that it might be 
hard to buy enough govern¬ 
ment debt to keep the pressure 
off for long. 

Up to Monday the ECB had 
bought up 77 billion euros 
($109 billion) of public debt, a 
role it reluctantly agreed to 
adopt in the spring of 2010, at

The union intends to put a 
motion to the annual Trades 
Union Congress next month. 

They will also raise the 
problem of internships which 
do not pay a proper rate. 


TOKYO (AFP) -Yoko Ono

Latin Jazz players sue 
Grammys for axing award

NEW YORK (AFP) - Four 
Latin Jazz musicians are suing 
the Grammy Awards for cut¬ 
ting their category from the list 
of awards handed out each 
year. 

In a suit filed in New York 
state court, the musicians ac¬ 
cuse the National Academy of 
Recording Arts and Sciences 
of threatening their careers by 
denying them the chance to 
win a coveted Grammy. 

The academy cut Latin 
Jazz along with 30 other cate¬ 
gories in a streamlined list that 
still tops out at 78 awards. 

But in their suit, filed last 
week, the four artists say the 
changes unfairly derailed their 
career-long build-ups to be¬ 
coming Grammy winners. 

The suit said the academy 
had determined back in 1995 
that Latin Jazz was "a well- 


recognized, independent genre 
of music eligible for consider¬ 
ation for a Grammy Award." 

That amounted to "long- 
overdue recognition to the 
highly-regarded artistic work 
of musicians who blended the 
improvisatory leaning of jazz 
with the native music and cul¬ 
tures of the Caribbean and 
Central and South America." 

In a statement, the acad¬ 
emy said: "The Recording 
Academy believes this frivo¬ 
lous lawsuit is without merit, 
and we fully expect to prevail."

terview of Japan's atomic en¬ 
ergy programme. 

Like a growing number of 
Japanese, Ono favours a shift 
toward renewable energy such 
as wind, solar and geothermal 
power, which she said she be¬ 
came familiar with in another 
tectonically unstable country, 
Iceland. 

One of Ono's projects is the 
Imagine Peace Tower near 
Iceland's capital Reykjavik, a 
memorial to Lennon, who was 
gunned down outside their 
New York apartment in 1980. 

The stone monument — 
which has the words "Imagine 
Peace" carved into it in 24 lan¬ 
guages — sends a column of 
light far into the sky using 
electricity from Iceland's geot¬ 
hermal energy grid. 

Iceland produces over 80 
percent of its energy from ge¬ 
othermal and hydro-power, 
and it uses the hot steam from 


the earth for 90 percent of in¬ 
door and water heating. The 
country aims to be fossil-fuel 
free by 2050. 

Speaking of Japan's wider 
disaster recovery, she said that 
this time, unlike after WWII, 
the country has the goodwill 
of the world on its side. 

"After 3/11 I was in New 
York and I noticed an incredi¬ 
ble respect and warmth toward 
Japan from the West," she 
said. "People felt they know 
Japan by now, they're friends." 

Ono, an artist, musician 
and long-time peace activist, 
was this week awarded the Hi¬ 
roshima Art Prize. She visited 
the city, which was bombed on 
August 6, 1945, and Nagasaki, 
which was attacked three days 
later. 

Ono, who was a child in 
Japan during the war, remem¬ 
bered how those cities and the 
rest of the country recovered.

Zimbabwe beat 
Bangladesh on Test 
return 


HAVANA (AFP) - A 61 -year- 
old US swimmer battled 
shoulder pain and asthma in 
shark-infested waters off 
Cuba on Monday at the start 
of a trip to the United States 
aimed at promoting closer 
ties between the Cold War 
foes. 

"We want these three days 
to help the two countries get 
closer,” Diana Nyad told a 
press conference in Havana 
before embarking on her 
marathon swim, adding she 
also hoped to show that peo¬ 
ple can lead active lives after 
60. 

"I am a better athlete today 
than I was at 29,” she told 
CNN. 

A CNN producer follow¬ 
ing the journey by boat said 
that after 18 hours, Nyad had 
completed about a quarter of 
the 100-mile (166-kilometer) 
trip from Havana to the 


Florida Keys and was bat¬ 
tling more than currents and 
the risk of sharks. 

’’Everything's going well. 
She's had a little bit of a prob¬ 
lem with her shoulder, it's 
been bothering her,” said the 
producer, Matt Sloane, 
adding that Nyad had been 
treated with ice and anti-in¬ 
flammatories. 

She was also having ”a lit¬ 
tle bit of trouble breathing” 
and had used an inhaler, he 
said. 

"Otherwise, she's really 
strong,” the producer added. 

Nyad tried to cross the 
Florida Straits in 1978 but was 
forced to abandon the bid after 
42 hours due to poor weather. 

The following year, she 
set an open sea record by 
swimming from the Bahamas 
to the Florida Keys — a jour¬ 
ney that is the same distance 
as her current swim, but a 


feat she described as much 
less dangerous. 

Five yachts and four 
kayaks are accompanying her 
on the journey, along with a 
45-person support team, in¬ 
cluding trained shark divers 
and electronic devices de¬ 
signed to repel the predators. 

Australian swimmer Susie 
Maroney, at 22, became the 
first person to swim from 
Cuba to the United States in 
1997, though she used a 
shark cage. 

Nyad told NBC televi¬ 
sion's "Today” show that she 
declined to use a cage, 
adding: "I don’t want to have 
that asterisk next to my 
name.” 

She will stop and tread 
water every 45 minutes to re¬ 
hydrate and every 90 minutes 
to eat, organizers said. 

The distance swimmer, 
who turns 62 later this month, 
set a record for circling the is¬ 
land of Manhattan at the age 
of 50, clocking in at seven 
hours and 57 minutes. 

"It doesn't have to be a big 
moment," she told NBC 
about her latest feat. "It just 
means be engaged in your 
life. Don't let it go by. We all 
have one life and it’s a one¬ 
way street.” 

The United States has not 
had diplomatic relations with 
Cuba since 1961, when it 
slapped a trade embargo on 
the communist-ruled island.

Despite a steady start to 
their second innings the 
tourists were restricted to 228 
at lunch, 147 runs short of 
their target with only two 
wickets remaining.

Hossain were left to continue 
Bangladesh's unlikely bid, 
which was ended by Kyle 
Jarvis when he had Islam, on 
12 runs, out for lbw. 

Although Zimbabwe have 
recently played in other for¬ 
mats it is their first victory in 
the most respected Test for¬ 
mat since self-imposed exile 
in January 2005, inspired by 
the fact they had become the 
whipping boys of Test cricket 
with little prospect of im¬ 
provement. 

In recent years administra¬ 
tors have introduced a fran¬ 
chised five-province first 
class league that has provided 
players with a competitive 
edge. 


Tevez facing uncertain 
future after City return 


England team see ’rioters' as disorder spreads 


MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
striker Carlos Tevez returned 
to Manchester City's training 
ground on Monday with the 
Argentina forward's future 
still up for debate. 

Tevez has repeatedly in- 
isted he wants to leave City, 
having said he wanted to be 
closer to his two young chil¬ 
dren, who live with his es¬ 
tranged wife in Argentina. 

But a possible move to 
Brazilian side Corinthians 
broke down last month and 
Tevez has since been linked 
with joining Italian giants 
Inter Milan. 

Tevez, who joined City 
from local rivals Manchester 
United two seasons ago, told 
an Argentinian television pro¬ 
gramme in June he would not 
return to Manchester even for 
a vacation and complained 
about the weather.” 

He said: "There's nothing 
to do in Manchester. There's 
two restaurants and every¬ 
thing's small. It rains all the 


time. You can’t go anywhere. 

"There comes a moment 
where you say 'Where am I 
going to go with my family?' 
and you begin to feel bad. 

"Of course, one trains, 
plays, does things, and when 
the family or friends come one 
feels bad and you can't take 
them to the movies because 
they don't understand anything. 

"I will not return to Man¬ 
chester, not for a vacation, 
not anything.” 

Tevez, 27, was City's cap¬ 
tain last season when they won 
the FA Cup - their first major 
piece of silverware in 35 years 
— and finished third in the 
English Premier League, won 
by Manchester United. 

The forward, who has re¬ 
cently been playing for Ar¬ 
gentina in the Copa America, 
was not at Wembley on Sun¬ 
day when United beat City 3- 
2 in the Community Shield, 
the traditional curtain-raiser 
to the English season that pits 
last term's champions against 
the FA Cup-holders.

All-rounder Stuart Broad 
added on Twitter: "Police 
vans all around Birmingham 


where we are right now.” 

A statement issued by 
West Midlands Police on 
Monday said: "West Mid¬ 
lands Police are aware of 
some disorder in Birming¬ 
ham city centre. 

"Several premises in the 
centre have been attacked 
with some shop windows 
smashed and property stolen 
in various locations.” 

Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble Sharon Rowe said: ”We 
will not tolerate mindless vi¬ 
olence and damage any¬ 
where in the West Midlands 
and are working to ensure 


that the offenders are identi¬ 
fied and caught as soon as 
possible.” 

London was rocked by a 
third night of violence on 
Monday. Riots erupted on 
Saturday in Tottenham fol¬ 
lowing the police shooting of 
a local resident, Mark Dug¬ 
gan, earlier in the week and 
then spread around the capital 

Initially, the violence 
centred on Tottenham High 
Road in north London, less 
than a mile from English 
Premier League football 
club Tottenham Hotspur's 
White Hart Lane ground.

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Athletes hit back at Williams 
over Tiger rebuke

ATLANTA (AFP) - Steve 
Williams, the caddie fired last 
month by Tiger Woods after 
carrying his clubs in 13 major 
triumphs, has been roundly 
criticised for his remarks 
after caddying for Australian 
Adam Scott in his victory at 
the World Golf Champi¬ 
onships Bridgestone Invita¬ 
tional. 

Scott's win on Sunday was 
one of the biggest triumphs 
of his career in one of his first 
events with 47-year-old New 
Zealander Williams as his 
caddie. 

"That's the best week of 
my life. I have been caddying 
for 33 years, 145 wins, and 
that's the best win I've ever 
had," said Williams, who also 
called it his "most satisfying 
win" and added "I sort of be¬ 
lieve in destiny sometimes". 

The subtle digs at Woods, 
the former World No. 1 now 
ranked 30th who won 13 of 
his 14 major titles with 
Williams as caddie, brought 
swift rebuke on Twitter posts. 

Paul Azinger, the 2008 US 
Ryder Cup captain, was 
stunned Williams would re¬ 
buke Woods as he did, post¬ 
ing, "Wow! Really? In yo 
face TW?"

the unwritten caddy rule, by 
talking to the press. Most 
don’t, a few do at times when 
appropriate," Azinger posted 
later. 

US tennis star Andy Rod¬ 
dick was stunned as well. 

"Am I missing something? 
Was steve the one actually 
playing?" Roddick pondered 
in one posting, later noting, 
"the guy was just happy for 
his new employer! So happy 
for him that he almost men¬ 
tioned his name". 

And Roddick was far from 
alone in feeling that Williams 
stole the spotlight from Scott. 

"Steve surely doesn't seem 
bitter at all," tweeted US 
LPGA player Christina Kim. 
"Greatest week of my life. 
Good job congratulating 
Adam, who hit the shots, you 
knob." 

English golfer Oliver Wil¬ 
son posted: "Cannot believe 
they have interviewed Steve 
Williams. Nice of him to take 
away from Scotty's win. Says 
it all..." 

Woods had said he fired 
Williams in person on July 3 
at the PGA National event 
near Philadelphia, but 
Williams said the dismissal 
came in a telephone conver¬ 
sation after the caddie asked 


to work for Scott on a tempo¬ 
rary basis while Woods was 
recovering from left leg in¬ 
juries suffered at the Masters. 

"He called me up when I 
asked him to go and caddie 
for Adam and he didn't agree 
with it and thought it was 
time to take a break," 
Williams said. "In caddie 
lingo, that means you're 
fired." 

Williams was cheered by 
spectators as he walked up 
the 18th green alongside 
Scott, who cracked, "I had no 
idea how popular a New 
Zealander can be, coming 
from Australia. Surprising." 

But Scott also gave seri¬ 
ous praise to Williams' effort, 
saying, "Obviously he's a 
popular guy around here hav¬ 
ing won now eight times. 
They appreciate him a lot and 
he's a bit of a character. It was 
fun to get support, whether 
it's for me or him, I don't care. 
It's the right team." 

Scott said he wants no part 
of bitterness between Woods 
and Williams, although many 
golf fans can hardly wait to 
see how tense the situation is 
when Woods and Scott are 
next paired together.

Rangers’ Young reaches 2,000 hits 


ARLINGTON (AFP) - 
Michael Young registered his 
2,000th Major League Base¬ 
ball hit on Sunday as the 
Texas Rangers claimed a 5-3 
victory over Cleveland. 

Young became the 21 st ac¬ 
tive player to achieve the 
milestone, which he reached 
with infield singles in the 
fifth and seventh innings off 
Indians starting pitcher Josh 
Tomlin. 

"It's special, it really is 


special," Young said. 

The Rangers were trailing 
3-0 in the seventh when 
Young hit his 2,000th, receiv¬ 
ing a standing ovation from 
the crowd. 

"It would have been nice if 
No. 2,000 would have been 
500 feet to the opposite 
field," Young said. 

"But at that point, we were 
losing, and I was just trying 
to get on base and get some¬ 
thing started."

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'Blade Runner* Pistorius 
realises a dream 



SOUTH AFRICa (AFP)-A 
dream came true for double-am¬ 
putee Oscar Pistorius Monday 
when he was named in the South 
African team for the world 
championships this month. 

The ’Blade Runner’ was 
selected for the 400 metres 
and is part of the 4x400 me¬ 
tres relay squad for the bien¬ 
nial competition to be staged 
between August 27 and Sep¬ 
tember 4 in South Korean 
city Daegu. 

Controversial women’s 
world 800 metres champion 
Caster Semenya was another 
inclusion in a squad of 21 
men and five women with na¬ 
tional athletics boss James 
Evans saying all those who 
met the qualification times 
were selected. 

”1 have dreamt for such a 
long time of competing in a 
major championship and this 
is a very proud moment in 
my life. It is an honour to be 
representing my country at 
such a prestigious event,” 
Pistorius said in a statement 
sent to AFP. 

”1 hope to do my best at 
the competition for South 
Africa. I am training hard in 
preparation for the event and 
I am looking foward to the 
championships immensely. 

’’The IAAF is a world- 
class governing body for our 
sport and I am grateful to 
have the chance to run in 
their events. It will be a great 


day for me when I set out on 
the track in Daegu and hope 
to do my country proud.” 

Cleared three years ago to 
run against able-bodied ath¬ 
letes, 24-year-old Pistorius 
acknowledged that he faced 
an immense challenge at the 
world championships. 

’’This will be the highest 
profile and most prestigious 
able-bodied event which I 
have competed in and I will 
face the highest calibre of ath¬ 
letes from across the planet. 

”If I manage to make it 
through the heats, I would be 
thrilled. A good performance 
for me would be to be consis¬ 
tent through the heats. If I ran 
anywhere close to my personal 
best, I would be delighted.” 

Pistorius, a four-time Para¬ 
lympic gold medalist, clocked 
a personal best 45.07 seconds 
in Italian town Lignano last 
month to secure his place at the 
global athletics showpiece. 

Called the ’Blade Runner’ 
and the 'Fastest man with no 
legs', Johannesburg-born Pis¬ 
torius had both legs ampu¬ 
tated below the knee for 
medical reasons when he was 
11 months old. 

It did not stop him com¬ 
peting in rugby union, tennis, 
water polo and wrestling at 
school and the 1.86-metre 
athlete was eligible for the 
2008 Beijing Olympics but 
failed to qualify.

MONTREAL (AFP) - Roger 
Federer turned 30 on Monday 
but fellow Swiss Stanislas 
Wawrinka gave himself a 
present instead as he out¬ 
classed Argentinian David 
Nalbandian 6-1, 6-4 to reach 
the second round of the ATP 
Montreal Masters. 

Wawrinka, who won the 
2008 Olympic doubles gold 
medal alongside Federer, said 
that while he wouldn't go so far 
as to give him a present he has 
the utmost respect for his com¬ 
patriot as a player and a friend. 

”I”ve known him since I 
was 16. We have always prac¬ 
tised a lot, played together, 
played doubles, played the 
Olympics, the Davis Cup,” 
said the 26-year-old. 

”It's always good to know 
him and to play with him.” 

Wawrinka is making yet 
another change of tennis sur¬ 
face after playing on grass at 
Wimbledon, switching to in¬ 


doors for a Davis Cup tie and 
then to clay for the Gstaaad 
ATP event last month before 
turning to cement for the run 
to the US Open which starts 
on August 29. 

”It's never easy,” admitted 
the Swiss, who reached the US 
Open quarter-finals last year. 

"But with experience 
every year it's more easy for 
me to come back from clay to 
hard court. I had almost a 
week, five days here to prac¬ 
tise, to be ready. 


"Everything is great. I’m 
playing great, I'm practising re¬ 
ally well. To win in two straight 
sets was really good for me.” 

Wawrinka was followed 
into the second round by 
Alexandr Dolgopolov of the 
Ukraine. The winner of the 
Umag title a week ago in 
Croatia beat Erik Chvojka, 
but it took a battle to secure 
the 6-3, 5-7, 6-4 victory.
